Almost 
simultaneous with the explosion, flames 
broke out and could be distinctly seen 
in different parts of the city. It appears 


‘the first explosion took place at the 


Wilmington Depot, the fire from which 
rapidly communicated with the adjacent 
buildings, causing a general conflagra- 
tion of aN the dwelling houses in the 
vicinity. The inbabitants, while trying 
to extinguish this fire. a second ex- 
plosion took place, which resulted very 
disastronsly, causing a terrific loss ot 
life amongst the women and children. 
who were represented as having been 
horribly mutilated. At about six this 
morning, Schimmelfinning moved -his 
forces: and occupied the defences. The 
formidable earthworks on James Island 
were found to be abandoned and the 
guns spiked. At eight o'clock a de- 
tachment was sent to take possession of 
Fort Sumter.

Char- 
lotte is thronged with refugees 
from Columbia, who report that
